Presidential Inability. 


The following is tbo full text of the 


bill introduced in the senate by Mr. 
Garland to provide for the performance 
of the duties of the Presidential office 
in case of removal, death, resignation 
or inability of the President: 


"In case of the removal, death, resig- 


nation or inability of both the President 
and Vice President of the United States, 
the secretary of 8tate for the time be- 
ing, 
or if there be no secretary of state, 


then the secretary of the treasury tor 
the time being; or if there be neither 
secretary of state nor secretary of the 
treasury, then the secretary of war, for 
the time being, shall act as President 
until the disability be removed or the 
President be elected in the manner and 
at the time provided in the constitution 
and laws; or, in case there be no occa- 
sion under the law for an election, until 
the existing term of office of the Presi- 
dent so removed, resigned, dead or dis- 
abled shall have expired."

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The first 


witness in the Guiteau case to-day was 
Dr. Edward Charles Spitzga, of New 
York. 
Witness had made the study of 


nervous and mental diseases a specialty, 
and had been called to testify as an ex- 
pert about twenty-five times. Witness 
examined the prisoner in jail yesterday, 
and was satisfied that he is insane, 
Witness considered the main features 
of the prisoner's case to be a tendency 
to the formation of delusive opinions 
and morbid projects, and strong indica- 
tion of imbecility of judgment. "And 
while," said the witness, "1 have no 
other evidence than the expression of 
his face, I should have no doubt that 
he is a moral imbecile or moral mon- 
strosity." 


Mr. Scoville then read to the witness 


a hypothetical question, and asked if, in 
his"(witnesB') opinion, the prisoner was 
sane or insane on the 2d of July. 


Witness declined to answer any hy- 


pothetical question in a case where he 
had made a personal examination. Wit- 
ness considered the prisoner insane 


which he had detected in the prisoner's 
ease. He thought in the prisoner's 
case the inequality of the two sides of 
the head was three times greater than 
in a normal head. Inequality could be 
taken as an indication of moral imbeoil- 
ily only in proportion to its degree. The 
witness continued: "If I had only that 
man's (pointing to Guiteau) mean face 
to judge by I would say that he was a 
depraved man or an insane man, but 
introducing other factors—unequal for- 
mation of the head, inequality of facial 
expression and deviation of tongue—I 
am of the opinion that the trouble is 
of congenital origin. 


The closest attention was paid by 


Gaiteau to the evidence of this witness, 
and his satisfaction was plainly indi- 
cated by the expression of his counte- 
nance.

When the requirements of Ihe Public 


Library, and its need of private aid to 
make the public appropriation effective, 
is spoken of, we are often confronted 
with the supposed fact that "the people 
arc already heavily taxed for the Libra- 
ry." A few facts and figures will per- 
haps astonish some of those who, in pay- 
ing a heavy city tax, fancy that n large 
portion goes to the Public Library. 


As the schedule is made out, the receipt 


for school and library tax is consolidated 
and very few persons know the propor- 
tion paid to either. 
The law limits the 


percentage of Libiary tax, and last year 
the/ rn»n who paid taxes on an assessed 
value of $1000 paid 95 cents Library and 
$10.50 school tax. One of our heaviest 
tax payers, whose property, roal and per- 
sonal, is assessed at $12,379, pays a total 
tax of $«G3.71, of which $11:06 is Library 
and $113 05 Bchwl tax. An average citi- 
zen, who pays on property assessed at 
$773, pays a total tax of $4) .33; 73 cents 
of which is Library and $7.3!) school tax; 
while those who pay taxes only on an 
humble home, one valued at $301, pays 
$19.48 total tux, of which 34 cents is for 
the Library and $3.40 for schools. Again, 
a man whose personal property, (probably 
his lean, and wagon,) is assessed at $30, 
pays three cents Library tax. 


Now, I will not iustltute a comparison 


between the actual educational advan- 
tages derived by our citizens, old and 
young, from our schools and Library, but 
will venture the assertion that the Libra- 
ry supplements our schools with a greater 
per cent ot educational value, than its per 
centage of taxation, and I think no citi- 
zen who examines his tax receipt and fig- 
ures out the actual tax he pays for Libra- 
ry purposes, will ever again allude to his 
"heavy tax for the Library." These fig- 
ures are derived f nun oflioin! sources und 
are cmrccl.
